Abraham Iſarel, alias Jonas, John 
Tizzard, Themas Paul, James Dalton, David Aubert, 
George Downing, Thomas Williams, jun, Hugh Horton, 
alias Norton, and William Shrimpton, and one Woman, 
Margaret Walker, alias Walters, were by the Jury con- 
victed of capital Crimes, and receiv'd Sentence of 

Death. | 

While under Sentence, they were inſtructed in the 
firſt Principles of Religion, both in Publick and Private: 
Some of them having been groſely Ignorant, (partly 
for want of Education, and partly by Reaſon of their 
obſtinate and unadviſeable Tempers) whether in natu- 
ral or revealed Maxims. From St. John, 1. 12. 13. 
But as many as received him, to them gave be Power to be- 
come the Sons of God; even to them that believe on his 
Name : which were born, not of Blood, nor of the Will 
of the Fleſh, nor of the Will of Man, but of God, 1

Farthing in his Liſe, The Proſecutor having politively 
{worn the Fa& upon him, and his Evidences being Per- 
ſons of no Character or Reputation, the Jury found 


him Guilty, Death, 


Fames Dalton, as he ſaid, about 3o Years cf Age, of 
Parents, who had a very indifferent Character, for his 
Father was an Iriſhman, and a Taylor in Dublin, whence 
he went to the Wars in Flanders, and was advanced to 
be a Serjeant ; he afterwards came to London, liv'd 
here for tome Time, by gaming and biting, till ſme 
Years ago one ſwore a Robbery upon him, for which 
he was executed, His Mother, after the Death of his 
Father, marry'd a Butcher, and was ſome Time ſince 
tranſported for ſome felonious Fact, and the now lives 
in ſome of theſe foreign Places, where ſhe may have 
Leiſure to lament the Fate of herſelf and her de(-rvir; 
Family; for they ſay that a Siſter of iis is likewifs 
tranſported, Dalton being the Son of ſuch a notable 
Family, one may eaſily conjecture what Sort oi a Tree 
grows from ſuch a Stock, However, while his Parents 
liv'd in any Credit, they put their Son James to School, 
where he was ſo unculy, that his Maſter put him out 
of School; he went to two other Schools, in the laſt of 
which he rob'd the Maid, but was immediately found 
out, which prevented his doing any further Miſchief 
there; Dalton was a Thief from his Cradle, and im- 
bib'd the Principles of Art from his Mothers Milk. 
He went between his Father's Legs in the Cart, to his 
fatal Exit at burn; and it ſeems he intended to out- 
vie him in Wickedneſs, for he ſaid his Father was not. a 
down-right Thief, but one of the mult notorious Cheats 
at Cards of any Man in Europe, which Talent if he 


had improved as ſome others have done, and had not 


met with ſome Sharpers, who did not think upon being 
chouſed out of their Money at ſuch an eaſy Rate, poſ- 
ſibly he might have been {till living: But James who. 
was both Heir of his Fortune and good Qualities, took 
himſelf directly to all Manner of Theft and Robbery, 
and as he himſelf ſaid was one of the moſt impudent 
irreclaimable Thieves that ever was in England, 

He took ten Guineas from a certain Perſon in Town 
to ſwear falſly againſt one Nichols, who was executcd 
with the Street Robbers upon Neaves's Evidence, but 
ſaid that his Conſcience check d him for engagiug to do 
ſuch an unjuſt Action, and he would neither return the 
Money nor appear as Evidence againſt him; he begg'd
